ighorant element has objected to mod- |
ern ldeas, with the result that opon
wirfare broke out and the conserva
tives were driven out of the pueblo.
'l'h_e cavalry wag ordered from Fort
Wingate to restore order, When he
nrrived Lieutenant Lewls found that
the conservatives had laid slege to the
pucblo. He was unable to bring about
pedce, and arrested one entire faction
of the belligerent element. The In-
liins will be held at Fort Deflance un:

He spoke in enthusiastic terms of
the proposed parcels post, and rec
ommended that the grange take action
at this meeting to give such a meas
ure strong support, He asgeribed the
failure to enact the law to the opposl-
tion of the express companies, which
ha sald were monopolistic, and to that
of a few rural merchants. The opposl
tion of the latier, he said, was due

'more to ignorance than anything else.

The parcels post, he said, would be to
the smallest of rural merchants an op-
portunity equal to that of his largest
catalogue competitor, as far as mall
order business {8 econcerned. “The
ruril merchant,” he sald, “has thé mo-
nopoly which has caused the dacay of
our villages to be feared, and not the
parcels post, which is a step toward
the abollshment of monopolies,"

Ag a result of Master Bachelder's
recommendation, It I8 stated that the
grange will at onece tike up the sub-
jeot of a parcels post, and will appoint
a committes to earry on o campalgn in
favor of It

Of the rallroads, Master Bachelder
had the same to say as of the express
companies; That In the apirit of mo-
nopoly they prevent competition by
preventing the bullding of new roads,
although the increase in tonnage is
such that they can no longer handle
the business with the lines and eqguip-
ment now in operation. As a remedy
he suggested the comstruction of a
ship ecanal connecting the Mississippl
with the great lakes and with the At-
lentle,

Legislators who treat the farmevs
of the ecountry with contempt should
b punlshed accordingly, he said. He
cited as examples of thoge whom the
grange has punished, James W. Wads-
worth of New York, chalrman of the
house committes on asgrieulture, and
Charles H, Burton of Ohlo, Both had
been denled n re-clection, he asserted,
beeause the first had pald no attention
to a eommunication from an grganiza-
tion with nearly 1,000,000 members,
and the second had written a con-
tomptuous answer,

“The farmers of New York and Ohio
who are members of the grange de-
feated thesn two men,” he ssfl, “and
it ghould be a lesson to others.”™

In his welcoming address at the
night meeting Governor MeDonald
told the delegntes that he hoped they
would visit olher sections of the siate
which hag 8,000,000 acres of land un
dor irrigation and much other land
under cultivation without Irrigation.
He ealled thelr attention to the mines
of Cripplo Creek and other camps,
which produced gold and silver valued
nt $65,000,000, and to the coal mines,
which produced 11,000,000 tons of coal
lagt year, Agriculture in this state, he
1eclared, wans just as Important, and
produced last year more than the
mines in money value.
